ST BARTHOLOMEW'S Parish Church in Crewkerne is 
one of the most beautiful and interesting of the 
many splendid churches in Somerset. 

Standing on higher ground west of the town cen¬ 
tre, it is the focal point of an attractive rural prospect 
of the western side of the town. The first church on 
this site was founded in Saxon times, before the end 
of the 9th century, as a "minster", the mother church 
of a Saxon royal estate that included the later 
parishes of Seaborough, Wayford and Misterton. 

Nothing remains of this church, which was re¬ 
placed after the Norman Conquest with a substan¬ 
tial stone building, cruciform in shape and with a 
central tower in the same pattern as the present one. 
This, in turn, was almost completely rebuilt on a 
grander scale, in the late 15th and early 16th cen¬ 
turies. The result was, essentially, the church we have 
today, a superb example of the Perpendicular style 
with many unusual and individual features. 

Among these we may include the monumental 
west front, the high and spacious, though short, 
nave, the vast six-light aisle windows and the im¬ 


pressive collection of Tudor-style chapels and win¬ 
dows in the north east corner.The building material 
throughout is the beautiful golden-coloured Ham 
Hill stone, quarried a few miles north of Crewkerne.

Is it lack of interest or fear 
of the responsibility? 


■ THE lack of response to the 
public appeal for local residents to 
consider standing in the upcom¬ 
ing elections is of serious concern. 

In the case of Broadway there 
have been only two nominees, 
and llminster will be hard pushed 
to rustle up the numbers, even by 
co-option. 

This should come as no surprise 
however. With the current funding 
crisis and the severe cutbacks to 
services we continue to face at 
parish and town level, the burden 
on local councillors is set to in¬ 
crease. 

Far from becoming part of the 


'Big Society' we are much more 
likely to batten down the hatches, 
becoming increasingly more insu¬ 
lar, looking after our own interests 
as a priority, before we can even 
consider responding to the wider 
community. 

We all need someone to blame, 
and local councils are the first 
point of contact when things are 
not going well. Furthermore, the 
time commitment can be quite 
burdensome. 

At llminster the whole council 
meet weekly, meetings lasting 
several hours; few can, or are pre¬ 
pared, to give up this amount of 


time for little or no reward. 

Maybe this is the time to con¬ 
sider how we run our local coun¬ 
cils. Are so many meetings really 
necessary, when at higher levels in 
many organisations, fewer but 
more focused meetings seem to 
do the job, with smaller groups 
getting together to discuss the 
minor details. 

In not choosing to get involved 
we are delegating the responsibil¬ 
ity for the future shape of our 
town to the few, who may not 
make the choices we want.

Academy status for Maiden Beech will 
be to the detriment of other schools 


■ THE spectre of academy status for Maiden Beech 
School in Crewkerne has raised its ugly head. 

Coalition Education Minister Michael Gove has dan¬ 
gled a fat financial carrot in front of headteachers, of¬ 
fering extra money if they sign on the dotted line 
before May 11th and leave their local authority on 
August 31st. 

Who will make this decision? If you're a parent with 
children at the school, you have no say. The head and 
governing body have ruled out a democratic ballot. 

In fact, they plan not to send information to all par¬ 
ents, offering instead a single presentation where the 
head sets out the changes. 

Teachers and other staff also have no say over this 
decision, but much to fear from it. Under academy 
rules, the governing body has the power to set pay 
and conditions. Whilst no doubt those won't change 
in the short-term, there can be no guarantee that 
subsequent governors (or headteachers) will main¬ 
tain that arrangement. 

It might not be so bad if the extra cash that acade¬ 
mies benefit from raised standards, but the research 
shows that in many academies that just isn't the case 
and results suffer. 

Academy status will see land and buildings cur¬ 
rently owned by us all, transferred to a private com¬ 
pany (which is what the governing body will 
become). The majority of governors will be ap¬ 
pointed not elected, they can perpetuate their posi¬ 
tions simply by appointing new members without 
parental influence. 


Maiden Beech doesn't exist in isolation. Its relation¬ 
ships with the first and upper schools in the town are 
very important. By opting out of the local authority 
and taking from the education budget extra cash 
that could be better spent elsewhere, academy sta¬ 
tus for Maiden Beech condemns those other schools 
to a declining standard of service. 

Maiden Beech is, by Ofsted standards, a 'good' 
school with an outstanding feature. 

Wadham, St Bartholomew's and Ashlands are 
deemed to be 'satisfactory'. I think most people 
would agree that it is those schools that need the 
extra support. 

It is clear that the headteacher and governing body 
want this to happen, so it will. 

But, when I trained as a teacher 20 years ago, I did 
so because I believed in a universally-available com¬ 
prehensive education, free to all. I still do, and the 
later slogan 'every child matters' neatly summed it 
up. 

The current'show me the money'approach is not 
a value I want my children to aspire to. They will 
spend only four of their 14 years of education at 
Maiden Beech, so we need an education system that 
works in partnership from reception to sixth form 
and beyond, not one that lets a school adopt an 'I'm 
alright Jack' attitude to the detriment of other 
schools.

OLYMPIC hopeful Tina Fletcher will be among the 
top riders competing at the Easter meeting of the South 
Western Showjumping Club at the new showground at 
Chard. 

The three days of top class action will take place at 
the Higher Purtington Showfield, Cricket St Thomas, 
Chard, from April 22nd to 24th. 

This feast of equestrian action plays a major role on 
the equestrian calendar and the platform is in place to 
mark a new era for the popular show jumping club. 

“I was born in Chard and run my business here and 
this is one of biggest things to happen during my life¬ 
time,” said British Showjumping’s Somerset Area rep¬ 
resentative Neil Wells.

Crewkerne do not have a separate junior section due to 
the need for CRB checks and red tape, but if a parent or 
grandparent wanted to come with their child they would 
be more than welcome. The beauty of the game is that it 
is one of skills rather than strength, making it an equal 
playing field for men and women of any age old enough 
to hold the woods. 

One of the main differences to the outdoor game, apart 
from the shorter distance, is the addition of a wooden 
block which has to be steered around.

WHAT will you be drinking with your Christmas poultry this year? No idea? Well, you better getting 
thinking quickly. 

Well, actually, to be fair, if you plan to nip down Oddbins sometime between today and December 
24th, you might not need to worry too much, but if you are to heed the advice of C.J.J. Berry then 
you best grab yourself a two litre ice-cream pot and nip out to the nearest meadow as close to midday 
as possible. 

This week, for the first time, I have started to make Dandelion Wine. After reading an interesting 
seasonal note in my chosen quality daily about the quantity of the yellow flower sticking their young 
heads up after the beautiful weather we've been enjoying, I decided to ask my mother-in-law to dig 
around in my late father-in-law's wine making collection to find a recipe for this otherwise overlooked 
(pretty) weed. 

Like so many things, Dandelions are plentiful and seemingly useless, but if you know where to look 
for advice you can turn them into useable, tasty and cheap foodstuffs. The book my mother came 
out with - First Steps in Winemaking by the aforementioned Mr Berry - contained two recipes for a 
wine, from which I chose the simplest. 

So, like I advised, I marched off to my nearest dandelion crop armed with an old Kelly's of Cornwall 
tub to retrieve my two litres of open yellow heads in the midday sun. Though it wasn't a meadow, 
was it. It was a roadside verge near Bower Hinton, which was particularly plentiful, whereupon I was 
stopped by two men in hardhats from the Highways Agency who wanted to know why I was 'nicking 
all their Dandelions'. I'm not sure, but I think they thought I was a bit of an idiot. Fellow foodie, don't 
be deterred; I rationally explained my unusual roadside behaviour and quickly won them around to 
the benefits of picking yellow weeds from the roadside. Well, they went anyway. I think it was their 
lunch, or something. 

My two litres of heads were placed in a large pan and covered with four litres of boiling water and 
left. After two days they shall be brought to the boil for 10 minutes with the peel of four oranges and 
then strained through a muslin onto 1.5kg of sugar and mixed well. After cooling, the correct amount 
(see the packet!) of yeast and nutrient shall be added, along with the juice of the oranges and then 
placed into fermentation jars. Once it's cleared, it will then be bottled. Simple. 

According to C.J.J. Berry (who looks more like a 1960s Bank Manager than a soak, judging from the 
black and white picture in his 1972 book) this tipple should be ready for Christmas. Perhaps I'll let 
you know how it goes then; and perhaps you can let me know if anyone from Highways rips it out of 
you whilst harvesting. Fear not, as you can laugh when they're queued up in Oddbins on Christmas 
Eve. Your Dandelion wine will be ready by then. Cheers, C.J.J. Berry - and Somerset Country Council 
for not cutting the grass too soon.

Red Squirrel Encounter at Escot Park 

ESCOT Park is creating a unique, open access Red Squirrel encounter in the heart of the 1100 acre estate near 
Ottery St. Mary. 

The encounter will feature a walk-through open air enclosure with a 100m board walk, allowing visitors 
to wander through the trees and see the squirrels at close quarters. 

Red squirrels will be supplied by the British Wildlife Centre near Lingfield in Surrey from their own surplus 

breeding stock. In turn this will ensure that they have remote 
stock to call on in case of unforeseen losses. In the semi-captive 
environment at Escot, it is hoped that the squirrels will breed as 
freely as they would in the wild. There is, however, the possibility 
that they will breed more rapidly. In the wild red squirrels may 
breed twice in a season if sufficient food is available but it is com¬ 
mon for their food supply to become less plentiful during the 
summer, affecting their ability to produce a second litter. This nat¬ 
ural food shortage will not be replicated at Escot and therefore 
two litters per year may be more commonplace. 

The project itself is part of a larger ambition of the Red Squirrel 
Project South West (RSSW) initiative to eventually return reds to 
the wild in the South West. This is not currently possible as the 
abundant grey squirrel carries a virus deadly to reds but to which 
greys are immune. 

Educating the public as to the plight of this iconic native mam¬ 
mal is a top priority of the project. An essential part of this education is allowing the public the opportunity 
to really get to know this rarely encountered and often misunderstood creature. 

So just how much do you know about red squirrels? Red squirrels are often associated with hazelnuts but 
their diet is amazingly diverse, including seeds and nuts, as one would expect, but they will also dine on 
lichen, flowers, caterpillars and even small vertebrates. Red squirrels build two dreys (nests) per year, one for 
summer and one for winter. Like us red squirrels can be left or right handed. Then there is the matter of hi¬ 
bernation, except that red squirrels don't hibernate! 

As well as having the opportunity to learn through observation, Escot has donated space in a large barn 
adjacent to the enclosure which will become a class¬ 
room and interpretation centre. Escot's expert team 
includes a full time Nature Ranger and full time Ed¬ 
ucation Ranger who will be responsible for keeping 
visitors up-to-date with the squirrels' progress once 
the project is completed. 

The project is supported by a 50% grant from Mak¬ 
ing it Local, a locally managed grants scheme in the 
Blackdown Hills and East Devon AONB areas, incor¬ 
porating funding from the EU, Defra, South West 
RDA and Leader.

Bob Buckler racing 

CREWKERNE-based trainer Bob Buckler achieved a career 
first at Fontwell on Friday when River Indus and Ready Or 
Not provided the Henley trainer with his first double as a 
trainer on the same card. 

"I've had two horses win on the same day at different 
courses, but this is the first time I've had a double success 
at the same meeting." 

River Indus showed what a consistent horse he is with his 
win in the Horses For Forces London Marathon Handicap 
Chase over 3!/2 miles. Jumping superbly he led and disputed 
the lead until four from home when he made a run for home 
and the 10/3 favourite stayed on to beat Abbey Dore by 1 3 A 
lengths with Simon Burrough's Lavenoak Lad, which is sta¬ 
bled next door in Richard Barber's yard, in third place a fur¬ 
ther 27 lengths adrift. 

"The distance and conditions; good ground; were ideal for 
him, and he jumped brilliantly. It shows what a consistent 
horse he is and what a good job the handicapper has done, 
as he is only 41b below the weight of his last win over two 
years ago in December 2008, since when he has run 15 
times and only had two bad races, generally finishing in the 
top four." 

It was interesting that he was not ridden by stable jockey 
Nathan Sweeney but by Joshua Moore. Buckler explained:" 
Nathan is very light and has to carry a lot of lead to make 
the weight. 

"The owner doesn't like too much lead under the saddle, 
and so Joshua who is a bigger lad gets to ride him." 

Ready Or Not made the double just over an hour later 
when he won the Hardings Catering Handicap Chase over 
2 1/2 miles, winning by six lengths. 

Tracking the leaders the eight-year-old went second at 
the 11 th fence before taking command of the race three out 
to win comfortably. 

Buckler said: "This was only his fourth race over fences and 
as he learns, his jumping improves and he ran a super race. 
His first run at Towcester where he was pulled up was be¬ 
cause the ground was too heavy, but on better ground he 
has now won twice and been second in his other race." 

Power Lord was unable to make it a hat-trick in the last 
race of the day when he trailed home at the back in the 
Arundel Equine Hospital Racing Excellence 'Hands And 
Heels' Handicap Hurdle. 

Buckler believes he was handicapped too highly after fin¬ 
ishing third in a novices hurdle at Towcester in January, and 
that the handicapper may drop him a few pounds for the 
three poor runs since. 

"It was a disappointing run but essentially he is a slow 
stayer, and they went too fast for him in the good ground. 
Softer ground and an adjustment might be the answer." 

Champagne Rosie, after an encouraging fifth in the 
bumper at Exeter last week, will now be put out to grass for 
the summer. 

"She was one of those that appeared not 100 per cent fol¬ 
lowing the mystery illness in the yard a couple of weeks ago, 
but she ran quite well in a good field with a couple of good 
horses, and will now have the summer off. She needs to 
strengthen up as she is a bit small, but with two fourths and 
a fifth in four races shows she has potential." 

Mister Matt should have made it a hat trick for Buckler on 
Monday when he approached the second last level with 7/5 
favourite Health is Wealth in the Heart Handicap Chase at 
Plumpton. 

Nathan Sweeney had brought the eight-year-old with a 
great run around the final bend to draw level, and in the 
words of former jump jockey now commentator Richard Pit¬ 
man,'odds-on'to win, he hit the fence hard, almost catapult¬ 
ing Sweeney out of the saddle as he stumbled on landing. 
Almost stopped in his tracks, he couldn't get enough mo¬ 
mentum to fight back and went down by six lengths. 

Buckler said: "He was travelling far the best and looked a 
winner all the way, but unfortunately when he hit the fence 
he lost momentum and in a two mile race you don't get a 
chance to recover." 

For Sweeney it added to the disappointment of not being 
aboard either of the yards winners on Friday. 

However, on Saturday he rode next door neighbour 
Simon Burrough's Digital Media to victory by six lengths in 
the John Smith's 'No Nonsense Racing' Handicap Chase, and 
followed it up the next day at Ascot when he won on Ultra- 
vox for trainer Jeremy Scott in the David Austin Roses Ju¬ 
venile Handicap Hurdle. 

Meanwhile Buckler had to settle for second at Littlewind- 
sor's point-to-point meeting on Sunday when Different 
Trades was beaten by Southwestern in the Open Race over 
three miles. 

With only Ethiopia and possibly Ready Or Not scheduled 
to run at Chepstow on Friday, attention turns to Auteuil in 
France where The Sawyer runs in the equivalent of the 
French Gold Cup trial. 

Whilst the ground will not be as wet as Buckler had hoped 
with the continent enjoying the same good weather as 
Britain, Ralph Johnson, a French racing expert believes 
Buckler's horse is among the top three in the field. With 
prize money of 220,000 Euros, Buckler could be a rich man 
come Sunday evening.
